THE CENTENNIAL JOB. 

It may seem harsh to dub the Centennial Ex- 
position scheme asa fraud. Yetit is trying to 
become one. Philadelphia got a national in- 
dorsement her show by false pretenses. 
When the question was first mooted, the instant 
reply was: This is @ cloak for future beggary 
from the Treasury.” ‘The bill could never have 
been passed had not its friends inserted the 
solema guarantee: ‘The United States shall 
not be liable for any expenses attending such 
exhibition or by reason of the same.” Now, in 


the face of this proviso, the Centennial Commis- 


sioners come whining to Congress, cap in hand, 
pleading for noney—money. 

The memorial begs for a grant, aspeedy grant, 
and a big grant, and hae got Grant to beg for 
it. Its beggary is based on three pleas. First, 
the Government once indorsed the scheme, and 
so set the piper to fiddling,—now let it pay the 
piper. But that indorsement was part of a de- 
liberate agreement that the Government should 
not pay acent. Let us stick to our bond. 

Second, European nations bave aided their 
great shows. Answer —Inasmuch as the nations 
have given them, they have paid for them. 
As we do not give the Philadelphia Ex- 
position, why should we pay therefor? The 
subsidy system is part of European poli- 
ty, but it should be no part of ours. 
However, there may be a compromise. The me- 
morial recites that the cost of the Vienna failure 
was borne by contributions of $1,500,000 from 
the Trades-Unions of Vienns and $6,000,000 
from the Government. Suppose, then, we agree 
that our Government shall not be called upon 
until the Philadelphia Trades-Unions have 
planked down their $1,500,000. By adopting 
this compromise, we should be strictly follow- 
ing those precedents established by European 
Governments” which the memorial reveres s0

THE GAS QUESTION. 

The Common Council ofthis city, through its 
Committee on Gas-Lights, has now had under 
consideration, for more than one year, the 
proposition to change the times of lighting and 
extinguishing the street-lamps of Chicago. They 
have discussed the subject very often, have 
asked and received many explanations, from all 
sides, in regard to the subject; have consulted 
afew who understand the question and a great 
many who do not (including the new-fledged 
Gas-Inspector), and put the city to no small 
expense for printing unnecessary matter. Still 
they have come to no conclusion. In fact, they 
seem to be as much at sea now as at first, and 
a little more decidedly divided in opinion as to 
the expediency of making a change. 

All this seems very strange, when it is consid- 
ered that the question might be settled in two 
or three days if the gentlemen who have it in 
hand were in earnes$ about it. We presume 
there is no ohe in the city who will not admit 
that the streets should be lighted artifically 
when Nature's lamps do not illuminate them so 
brilliantly as the gas furnished by some of our 
local companies ; and that we do not need gas- 
light in the streets when either sun, moon, or 
stara give more light than the gas would if kept 
burning. This being admitted, the rest is easy. 

The compiler of the new table has repeatedly 
urged upon the Committee on Gas-Lights that its 
members sheuld test the matter for themselves, 
and report accordingly. He has asked that 
they shall neither take his word nor that of 
an officer of a gas company, but take 
the evidence of their own senses. He has 
proprosed that on any night of average 


weather, during the year, they shall let their 


Own eyes decide when it is just dark enough to 
light the street-lamps, and then see how nearly 
bis table agrees with that time. If they test the 
matter in this way for afew evenings, and find 
it about right, but still have doubts about the 
morning part of the table, it would not be a very 
difficult matter to try that in the same way. The 
Committee could thus arrive at an intelligent 
conclusion ; and be able to make a report to the 
Council which'would have some weight,—whether 
for or against the adoption of the new time- 
table. Without such a practical test, their dis- 
cussions and conclusiogs can carry no more in- 
fluence than those of any Tom, Dick, or Harry 
who might ejaculate a sentence in regard to it, 
though they should talk about it in committee 
for a dozen years longer.

Railroad in refusing to receive freights shipped 
to that firm, there are some revelations concern- 
ing the warehouse business that will be of in 
terest in Chicago. The memorial sees forth that 
in 1870 Scudder, Bartlett & Co. determined to 
establish, in addition to their. local trade in 
flour and grain, an export trade in corn. Mav- 
ing made the proper arrangements in Liverpool 
and London, they shipped to those: points, in | 
1871, about 147,000 bushels of corn, and in 1872, 
510,000 bushels. The local trade, stimulated 
by the large stock always in store, 
also increased proportionately. The firm made 
preparations for a heavier business in 1873, but 
in settling with the Railroad Company they 
called attention to the shortages which were 
general, and which ranged from 4 to 60 
bushels per car. The Railroad Company had 
some years before offered a rebate of 5 per cent 
on freiguts on all grain exported, and when Scud- 
| der, Bartlett & Co. asked for compensation for 
shortages, and refused to pay their freight-bill 
until some satisfactory arrangement was made, 
the Company refused them the rebate, and gave 
orders along the railroads to receive no freight 
for that firm unless the tolls were prepaid. The 
result was that Scudder, Bartlett & Oo. receiv- 
ed but Mttlé grain during 1873, their whole ex- 
port reaching only 42,000 bushels, and that 
trade has now entirely ceased. 

In the history of these transactions the Boston 
warehouse system is thus explained: The corn for 
Boston all goes. by one of the “colored” lines, 
which issues to the shipper a bill of lading for 
2, 400 pounds, more or less.” This or an 
equivalent in the form of “ said to weigh” is 
the only bill of lading these lines will issue, and, 
unless the shipper accept it, the line will not 
take the corn. Evidence that the weight of corn 
was putin the car, is. utterly ignored. When 
the car reaches Albany it passes into the control 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad, and on its ar- 
rival in Boston the corn is weighed, inspected, 
and graded by an officer of the Railroad Company, 
and put into an elevator owned and managed by 
the Railroad Company. The Company issues s 
receipt for the weight of corn in store. This 
corn is mixed with other corn in the warehouse 
and its identity is lost. During all this time 
the consignee is excluded from the custody and 
control of the corn ; he cannet have it delivered 
| at any other warehouse, nor is he allowed to 
| take it from the cars; he is only permitted to 
ro from the elevator a quantity of other 
| corm corresponding to that weighed in. From 
| first to last the whole thing is managed by the 
| railroad. With all this we in Chicago are famil- 
‘iar; it was this kind of monopoly that was 
-piéreed by the new Constitution of 1870. But 
tho identity of warehouse morality is further

Upon the 
completion of the shipment, a small bag contain- 
ing a sample was furnished with each lot, so that 
the consignee in’ Liverpool might sell by sample 
before uploading. These samples were all prime 
corn. Upon the arrival of the corn in Liverpool, 
the consigpees, who had sold the corn by sample, 
lost their sales, the purchasers refusing to take 
it. It bad been skillfally mixed with corn that 
had been “ hot;” the black and discolored corn 
being so mixed with the bright, fresh corn as to 
preclude all idea that the two were of the same
